FIGHT  AT  PORT  ARTHUR 

ON  SATURDAY 

Berlin,  Feb.  23.— The  Lokal  Anzeiger 
to-day  in  a  diepatoh  from  Tukio  eays  :  *’A 
freeh  engagameat  took  place  at  Port 
Artbar  Saturday  last.  The  details  have 
not  been  annodnoed  by  the  government." 


RUSSIANS  ABOUT  lO  COME  OUT. 

Cbefoo,  Feb  33 -The  bottled  np  fleet  at 
Port  Artbar  is  preparing  to  make  a  desper¬ 
ate  dash  for  the  open  sea  As  soon  as  the 
work  of  repair  on  the  injnred  ships  is 
complete  the  Rossian  fleet  will  make  a 
combined  attack  on  the  Japanese  squadron 
on  guard. 

JAP  ATTACK  ON  THE  NORTH. 

Nagaski.  Feb  28.— A  strong  Japanese 
squadron  is  nearing  Yladivostook  for  tbe 
purpose  of  attacking  tbe  Rosstan  fleet  in 
tne  harbor  there  It  is  said  tbe  ice  has 
broken  up  and  tbe  Japanese  are  able  to 
approach. 


TO  TAKE  PART  OF  CHINA. 

London,  Feb.  23.— Japan  is  getting  tired 
of  the  comedy  now  being  played  at  Bhang* 
hai  over  the  Russian  gunb^t  Mandjur.  It 
was  orginally  reported  that  tbe  ship  was 
to  be  laid  up  for  the  rest  of  the  war  ;  then 
that  she  bad  been  ordered  to  leave,  and 
finally  that  by  the  usual  means  tbe  Chinese 
officials  bad  been  induoed  to  withdraw  the 
order.  Japan  now  threatens  to  bring  tbe 
matter  to  an  issue  by  herself  enforcing  the 
neutrality  edict  on  China’s  behalf. 


FORTY  THOUSAND  MORE 
OF  THE  MIKAKO’S  TROOPS 

LAND  AT  CHEMULPO. 
Lodon,  Feb.  24, — The  Chef oo correspond¬ 
ent  of  tbe  Dloruing  Post  under  yesterday’s 
date,  says  40,000  more  Jananese  tropps 
have  landed  at  Chemulpo,  and  that  he  iad 
received  confirmation  of  the  report  that 
some  Japanese  have  landed  at  Pigeon  Bav, 
others  at  Talienwan.  and  that  an  engage¬ 
ment  occurred  on  tbe  night  of  Feb.  12. 

Tbe  oorrespondedt  at  Seoul  of  Tbe  Daily 
Mail  reports  a  panic  at  Ping  yang,  Corea, 
which  is  regarded  as  heralding  the 
approach  of  tbe  opposing  armies 

Constant  Fight  at  Port  Arthur. 
According  to  Tbe  Standard’s  correspond¬ 
ent  at  Seonl  tbe  Japanese  bombarded  Port 
Arthur  at  intervals  between  the  8th  and 
the  14th  of  Febroarv,  inflicting,  however, 
but  slight  injuries.  Tbe  report  is  oou- 
firmed,  this  oorrespondent  oontinues  that 
70  miles  of  railroad  track  and  some  import 
ant  bridges  have  been  destroyed  between 
Harbin  and  Vladivoetcok- 
If  tbe  latter  report  is  true  it  would  be  a 
great  advantage  to  the  Japanese  as  Vladi- 
voBtock  is  known  to  be  very  badly  supplied 
and  it  therefore  could  not  long  resist  a 
Japanese  attack .  There  is  still,  however, 
no  aotaal  operations  of  any  kind. 
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"twenty  three  Japanese  vessels  were  visible 
on  the  horizon  and  oroes-firing  bad  begun, 
in  which  tbe  Rnssian  ornieere  Bayan, 
Novik  and  Askold  are  participating. " 

RU8SIAJN  FLEET  BOT^^D  UP 
NOW  THE  BELIEFilN  LONDON. 

London,  Feb,  25. — Viceroy  Alexieff's 
despatch  to  tbe  czar  oonoernlng  tbe  last 
Port  Artbar  affair  confirms  the  opinion 
that  Admiral  Togo  made  a  daring  attempt 
to  bottle  np  the  Russian  fleet  at  Port 
Arthur  and  althongh  Viceroy  Alexieff 
asserts  that  tbe  entrance  to  the  harbor  of 
Port  Artbar  is  still  free,  yet  the  fact  that 
Adimiral  Togo’a  fleet,  minns  the  vessels 
iojnred  in  the  conrageous  exploit  was  seen 
steaming  at  fall  speed  in  a  aontbeast  coarse 
from  Werhaiwei,  is  interpeted  as  an  indi¬ 
cation  of  the  Japanese  adimiral’s  satisfac¬ 
tion  with  (be  aooompliabment  of  his  design. 

It  is  pointed  oat  here  that  it  would  be 
difficult  for  the  Russians  at  night  to  ascer¬ 
tain  just  what  bad  happened  to  tbe 
Japanese  vessels.  As  two  injured  vessels 
were  observed  steaming  slowly  away  from 
Port  Arthur,  and  as  tbe  Japanese  fleet  was 
going  at  full  speed  off  Weibaiwei,  it  is 
presnmed  that  tbe  two  injured  vessels 
might  have  gone  somewhere  to  repair.  An¬ 
other  explanation  of  tbe  incompleteness  of 
Adimiral  Togo’s  squadron  as  seen  off  Wei- 
baiwai  is  that  be  possibly  left  some  vessels 
at  watch  off  Port  Arthnr.  Tbe  reports 
that  the  Japanese  battlesbijis  or  traokports 
were  sunk  are  taken  here  with  some  allow¬ 
ance. 

A  despatch  received  here  from  Tokio  this 
morning  explains  tbe  reqent  sospension  of 
Japanese  naval  operations  to  have  been 
dne  chiefly  to  bad  weather  in  tbe  Gnlf  of 
Pecbili.  The  general  opinion  is  that 
Admiral  Togo,  after  possibly  turning  to 
Japan  to  effect  repairs,  will  devote  bis 
attention  to  tbe  Ruseian  Vladivostock 
squadron.  It  is  official  from  St  Peters 
burg  that  the  Ruseian  government  has 
expressed  its  warmest  thauks  to  Great 
Britain  for  help  given  the  rrews  of  the 
Variag  and  Korietz  by  tbe  British  ornisers 
Talbot  at  Chemulpo.  The  Chefoo  corres¬ 
pondent  of  Tbe  Daily  Mail  says  5000 
Russian  troops  have  moved  from  Mnkden 
to  Tsinting  and  that  skirmishes  are  report¬ 
ed  between  Chinese  regnlars  and  Rnssians 
near  Sbanbaikwau. 

It  is  aonounceu  from  Pekin,  this  corres¬ 
pondent  oontinnes,  that  Paul  Lossar, 
Russian  minister  to  China  has  offered 
written  assurance  that  the  Russian  gnn- 
boat  Maodjnr  shall  not  leave  Shanghai 
nntii  tbe  conclusion  of  hostilites,  but  Ja¬ 
pan  insisted  that  the  vessel  be  disabled. 

A  Tokio  cerrespondent  to  the  Times  eavs 
tbe  Rnssian  movements  on  tne  Yaln  are 
not  considered  serious  in  Japan  where  the 
town  of  Piogyaug,  Corea  is  considered  safe. 

It  is  reported  that  the  constant  exodus 
of  Chinese  coolies  from  Manchuria,  tbe 
Times  correspondHat  oontiDues,  is  causing 
great  inconvenience  to  tbe  Rassians.

'rh«r«  are  no  short  cuU  to  good 
housekeeping — except  for  tlie  wonum 
with  plenty  of  money  and  a  husbona 
wUling  she  should  spend  it  for  labor- 
saving  appliances  and  a  good,  stout 
gill  to  wield  them,  wriU-s  a  corres^ 
pondent.  They  nay  the  time  is 
comin^i^hen  Milady  can  sit  in  her 
easy  chair  and  press  a  button  and 
the  work  will  be  done  for  her.  Uut| 
for  the  woman  of  modmito  means 
there  are  a  great  many  little  tbiugSi 
costing  but  a  trifle  that  will  help  to 
make  housework  a  groat  deal  easier. 
Bianv  of  us  go  without  such  things 
rather  than  ask  for  them,  or  under 
the  mistaken  notion  that  we  are 
Saving  something.  ttcll,  pci  haps  we 
are  saving  a  little  in  dollars  and 
cents,  but  how  about  the  wife’s  and 
mother’s  'Urns  and  strength  ?  It 
.seems  to  me  they  are  worth  more, 
to  her  family,  than  the  small  sums 
she  saves  by  going  without  things 
she  reeds.  For  instance,  1  turned 
pancitkcs  for  years  with  a  knifc  until 
'  was  just  going  to  have  a  pancake 
turner.  I  got  it— cost  10  cents,  and 
find  it  a  labor-saver. 

One  short  cut  is  to  l>egin  the  day 
ight  by  having  breakfast  on  time, 
which  means  whenever  tiio  men  are 
ready  for  it.  A  man  doesn’t  care 
whether  the  sweeping  and  dusting 
arc  done  or  not  if  he  has  meals  on 
time,  i  prefer  to  get  breakfast  the 
night  before— that  is,  have  every¬ 
thing  ready.  I  need  not  mention  tlie 
different  things  we  can  do.  but  one 
thing  1  want  to  lay  particular  em¬ 
phasis  on.  See  that  there  is  plenty 
of  hot  water  in  the  teakettle.  Then, 
after  evei*jbody  is  ready  for  break¬ 
fast,  all  bonds  will  not  have  to 
w’ait  for  water  to  heat  1o  fill  up  the 
coffee-pot— such  things  have  happen¬ 
ed  !  Before  sitting  down  to  any 
meal,  be  sure  there  is  water  in  re¬ 
servoir  or  teakettle  to  beat  for  dish¬ 
water.  That  is  a  decided  short  cut. 

I  do  not  pretend  to  be  a  model 
housekeeper- far  from  it — but  1  al¬ 
ways  have  plenty  of  dishwater.  IMicn 
1  eady  to  wash  the  dishes,  take 
plenty  of  hot  soap  suds,  set  the  pan 
on  a  chair  near  the  dining-room  ta¬ 
ble,  pul  cups,  saucers,  spoons.  Knives 
and  forks,  yes,  and  plat.es,  too,  if 
there  are  not  too  man.v,  and  they  are 
not  too  greasy— into  the  pan,  get  an¬ 
other  chair,  sit  down,  have  plenty 
of  good  clean  wiping  towels  (anoth¬ 
er  one  of  the  little  helps  women  are 
inclined  to  do  without),  have  your 
dishcloth  in  the  pan  so  If  any  dish 
needs  a  iittle  washing  you  can  u.se 
it.  Now,  wipe  out  the  dishes. 

Lazy  ?  No— just  an  easier  way  of 
dbing,  that’s  all.  Not  neat  !  1  used 
to  think  so:  thought  my  dishes  must 
be  washed  in  soap  suds  and  .scalded 
in  plenty  of  hot  water,  but  I  wash 
them  this  way  now  and  my  dislios 
always  shine  and  are  never  sticky. 
It  takes  more  dish  towels,  but  I’d 
rather  wash  towels  than  stand  and 
wash  dishes  in  the  old  way. 

One  most  important  thing  is  have 
"a  place  for  everything  and  every¬ 
thing  in  its  place.  ’  Ever  hear  that 
before?  It’s  old,  but  it’s  true  I 
find  it  takes  more  time  to  hunt  for 
things  laid  down  where  one  used 
them  lost  than  it  does  to  go  mid 
put  them  where  they  belong  when 
one  is  through  using  them.  Those 
who  do  their  own  work  find  it  ^c^^ 
necessary  to  have  things  just  as 
handy  as  possible.

But  the  sacred  emperor  is  htk  on- 
tlxroned  in  their  hearts  as  above  nil 
other  mortals;  he  has  lost  nothing  of 
the  divinity  that  once  surrounded 
gained  the  personal 
adectioM.  the  human  love  of  each 
Worshipful  subject  who  has  ever  seen 
him. 

H  Is  rarely,  however,  that  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  the  cai»ital  do  sec  him.  There 
no  dally  drive  witliout  the  palace 
bloat,  no  Rtud.v  window  or  balcon.v 
looking  upon  the  chief  thoroiigfifaic 
where  he  shows  himself  at  au.v  ilxed 
hour  or  upon  special  occasion. 

The  people  see  the  emperor  only  as 
ho  poj^es  through  the  streets  in  his 
gold  lined  landau,  with 

REP  UNirORMEl)  L.ANCERS 
of  the  bodyguard  pi'eeeding  and  fol¬ 
lowing.  each  Innce  tipped  with  a 
small  square  keunon  of  heavy.  red 
silk,  woven  with  th(‘  conventional  six¬ 
teen  pelaled  chrysanthemuni  in 
gold  thread,  and  the  same  sixteen 
potaled  flow’er  crofit  emblayon(!d  on 
carriage  punols.  KurnoFS  mountings, 
•nd  all  the  fittinbs  of  the  equipage. 

The  mikado  lea\es  the  palace  at 
the  Now’  Year,  once  in  the  spring  ann 
again  in  autuiiu),  to  revii'w  the 
troops  at  the  Anyanui  j'nrade  ground. 
In  the  spring  he  goty  to  the  Ifamn 
Hikin  palace  to  view  the  cherr.v 
blossoms,  and  In  the  autumn  goes  to 
the  Akusaka  palace  to  view  the 
chrysanthemums.  'I’herc  are  spring 
and  autumn  maneuvers  and  an  annual 
review  of  the  fleet,  which  take  him 
away  from  Toklo,  and  the  opening  of 
parliament  brings  him  from  the  pal¬ 
ace  to  be  seen  as  he  passes  through 
the  streets. 

The  streets  are  posted  with  extra 
policemen  to  arrest  traffic  and  keep 
the  crowds  within  lines  on  these  rare 
occasiems.  but  there  Is  no  guarding, 
no  lining  up  of  soldiers,  no  military 
defence  of  tliis  sacred  being,  this  pas¬ 
sionately  loved  emperor.  No  at¬ 
tempt  has  ever  been  made  on  his  life. 
If  is  not  po.'ssihk'  that  an  attempt 
ever  will  be  made. 

Althougli  the  emperor  has  been 
photographed — l)y  the  government  ar¬ 
tists  attached  to  the  bureau  of  print¬ 
ing  and  engraving  of  the  finance  de- 
jjartmeot — his  photographs  are  not  on 
sale  in  Tokio  streets,  and  one  can 
only  buy  cheap  colored  lithographs 
that  should  be  suppressed  for  crudity 
amounting  almo.st  to  misrepresenta¬ 
tion.  There  is  a  contrast  in  this  re¬ 
fusal  of  odequate  portraits  to  his 
pcof'le  to  the  myriad  photographs  one 
ina.v  buy  of  the  emi>cror  of  Germany 
IN  in.S  MYRIAD  uniforms. 

Only  the^e  common  lithograph 
portraits  circulate  thiough  the  em¬ 
pire.  every  firovinciul  government 
building,  every  schoolhouse.  barracks 
and  polic.'*  station  in  •Ini)an  having 
the  lithograph  or  crn.von  en¬

The  court  regulationa  do  secure  the 
emperor  absolute  immunity  from  for¬ 
mal  audiences  with  foreigners  during 
July  and  August,  but  otherwise  the 
sovereign  works  on  In  the  superheat¬ 
ed  capital  whence  his  ministers  have 
fled  to  their  villas  at  Bfayama.  Bsu- 
Shi.  Kamakura.  Kodsu,  and.Osio. 

Hsyama,  on  the  Misaki  i^ninsula. 
some  forty  miles  below  Tokio  on  the 
seacoast.  is  known  as  "the  village  of 
princes,"  since  there  is  an  imperial 
palace  there  which  the  empress  often 
goes  to  and  also  the  crown  prince; 
while  Prince  Kitashirakawa  and 
Prince  Arisugawa  have  villas  nearby, 
as  well  os  Baron  Komura,  the  min¬ 
ister  of  foreign  affairs,  and  Baron 
Snnnomiya,  the  grand  master  of  cere¬ 
monies  at  court.  Osio,  twenty  miles 
farther  down  the  coast,  is  "the  vil¬ 
lage  of  marquises."  since  Marquis 
Ito,  Marquis  Yamngata.  Marquis 
Saiouji,  and  others  of  rank  have  their 
villas  at  that  favored  spot. 

The  empress  dowager,  the  emper¬ 
or's  mother,  gfr(‘atly  enjoyed  the 
Hayama  palace  and  spent  much  time 
there  in  th<5  last  years  of  her  life. 
There  is  a  difference  often  of  ten  de¬ 
grees  between  Tokio  and  that  sunny 
little  Riviera  of  the  Misaki  peninsu¬ 
la,  which  looks  straight  southward 
over  th®  open  ocean,  with  snow-wHite 
Fujiyama  showing  beyond  the  fairy 
i.'leml  of  Enoshima.

No  other  two  typeo  of  seamen  are 
quit#  to  diffeceat  at  those  of  Russia 
and.^Japao.  The  little  Jap  Is  oestui-' 
tIaUy  a  tteamboat  tallcN*.  You  never 
meet,  him  on  tailing  ahips.  except  as 
cook  or  ttoward.  But  the  captains 
of  foreign  tteainors  like  Japanese 
crewt.  They  '  arc  thoroughly  hard¬ 
working  and  ttoady.  They"  can  bo 
relied  upon  jn  time  of  danger,  and 
when  ashore  they  seldom  get  drunk. 
In  this  last  rc8)»cct  they  arc  the  most 
wonderful  sailore  in  the  world. 

The  Russians,  especially  those  from 
the  Baltic  region.  make  nearly  as 
good  sailors  as  the  Scandinavians. 
Almost  every  English  and  American 
sailing  ship  carries  a  few  Russiaiis. 

The  writer  was  once  aboard  a  ship 
on  which  tlicre  were  five  Russians 
before  the  mast.  They  were  thorough 
sailors.  They  could  not  road  ihelr 
native  language,  but  three  of  them 
were  fond  of  English  novels  of  the 
penny-awful  sort.  They  were  all  Bal¬ 
tic  Russians,  and  they  alwa.vs  made 
the  distinction. 

"Vat,  you  link  I  vant  to  be  taken 
foi^  vun  of  dose  Blaek  Sea  fisher¬ 
men?"  one  of  them  asked  one  dav. 
"Veil,  perhaps  1  don’t  i\ped  to  tell 
you  dat  I  am  not  come  troo  do  Bos¬ 
phorus.  I  don’t  look  like  dose  shriv¬ 
elled  up  grain  bumpers,  do  I?" 

He  swelled  up  his  gigantic  chest 
and  streatched  out  two  arms  that, 
were  like  a  main^.vqrd.  He  had  been 
in  the  Cxar’s  naty,  but  had  deserted 
to  sail  in  foreign  merchantmen.  They 
have  Norse  blood  In  them,  these  Bai-  ' 
tic  seamen,  and  they  prefer  the  free 
and

of  merchant  sailors.  Therefore,  the 
boamen  of  the  Russian  nxm-of-war  are 
mainly  "dose  Black  Sea  fishermen."

Russian  sailors  ore  fond  of  fighting 
when  ver.v  drunk,  but  not  otherwise. 
Two  of  them  tackled  each  other  one 
day  on  th»  qua.v  in  Odessa,  They 
threw  their  arms  about  each  other’s 
necks  and  kicked  with  their  knees 
.and  bit.  A  crowd  of  Bcoinon  gather¬ 
ed  about,  and  flntfll.v  an  onlooker 
gave  one  of  the  combatants  a  sly 
but  hard  kick,  whereupon  the  crowd 
laughed.  This  went  on  until  he  who 
had  been  kicked  by  the  outsider  broke 
loose  from  his  adversary  and  turned 
fiercely  on  the  humorist.  Several 
others  ventured  into  the  scrap.  and 
pretty  soon  a  dozen  men  weiv  ftiiting. 
tearing  and  punching  one  another  and 
jumping  on  those  who  were  down.

fight  when  he  meets  somebody  he 
does  not  like,  loves  to  got  into  a 
mix-up  with  the  Rus^^ian.  As  a  re¬ 
sult,  times  are  never  dull  ashora 
whenever  Russian  ships  anchor  »n 
Nagar.aki  harbor. 

In  Nagasaki  the  snilors  of  all  na¬ 
tions  consider  it  a  prime  duty  to 
get  drunk  when  they  go  ashore,  and 
usually  the  Russinii  sailors  are  in  the 
majority.  The  British  tur,  American 
tar,  or  fJormun  tar  may  run  howling 
through  the  streets,  but  unlers  he 
tries  to  wallop  ever>d3od.v  he  meets 
the  small,  neatly  uniformed  dock  pa¬ 
trolmen  will  wink  their  almond  eves 
at  him. 

But  let  a  Russian  sailor  atteinjit 
similar  ontics  anil  it  is  all  up  with 
him.  The  lirst  little  patrolmen  who 
sees  him  makes  a  dive  and  grasps  the 
Gzar's  sailor  by  the  wrist.  U.suall.v 
the  Ru.ssian  is  twice  the  Jap’s  bulk, 
but  that  is  immaterial.  He  stands 
no  show  at  all.  The  Jaj)  ha.s  a  pe¬ 
culiar  kiu-jitsii  twist  that  he  applies 
to  the  wrist,  and  the  Russian  goe« 
along  to  the  lockup  every  time. 

If  he  begins  to  fight  savagely  the 
policeman  shows  him  what  jiu-jitsu 
tactic.s  really  are.  Therefore  it  Is 
not  an  unusual  sight  In  Nagasaki  to 
SCO  a  brown  policeman,  scarcely  fi^'C 
feet  over  all,  coming  down  the  street 
with  a  six-foot-three  Russian  sailor 
in  tow  and  in  complete  submission.

in  ti  e  honey-.scented  mixture  for  from 
hftf'CMi  to  twenty  minute.s. 

Another  soothing  invention  for 
tired  bathers,  and  one  far  less  extra¬ 
vagant  than  that  just  mentioned,  is 

THE  .STARCH  BATH.

Fresh  Air,  Sunlight  and  Simple 
iooa  Are  Best. 

Xherc  is  much  interest  and  occa¬ 
sional  1\'  some  entertainment  to  l:«e 
derived  by  the  observer  of  things 
hygienic  in  watching  the  constant 
.succession  of  health  movements 
which  pass  over  the  world.  They  roll 
one  after  the  other,  like  waves  of 
il-.e  sea.  each  gathering  up  some 
grain  of  wisliom  from  the  bed  of 
truth  below,  until  they  finally  break 
upon  tho  .shoro  of  practical  hygiene, 
jind  i.hey  reced  in  foamy  wavelets, 
leaving  behind  liieir  little  load  of 
truth  to  be  added  to  the  firm  white 
beach  of  veritv. 

To  diop  the  metaphor,  every  one 
of  the  fads  in  medicine  and  healing, 
many  of  which  are  arrant  (juackcry, 
contain  a  germ  of  truth.  'J'hc  trou¬ 
ble  with  them  is  that  thc.v  admit 
only  one  triitli  to  the  exclusion  af 
the  rest.  These  one-.sided  systems 
of  treatment  arc  started  b.v  persons 
who  have  been  benefited  or  peihaps 
cured  of  some  trouble  by  some  agent, 
and  they  at  once  jump  to  the  illogi¬ 
cal  conclusion  that  what  will  cure 
one  disease  will  cure  all.  'I'hen  they 
gather  round  them  a  band  of  fol¬ 
lowers.  who  apply  the  method  in  all 
kinds  of  cases,  and  get  well  ,n  spite 
of  it— or  die. 

.An  o.xample  of  this  i.s  the  Kneipp 
cure.  Father  Kn<*ii>p  exporienecd  the 
Ijor.efits  of  h.v(lrothcrap>  .  or  the  wa¬ 
ter-cure, — which  is  a  most  P'oworful 
cui  alivc  agent  in  maiu’  di-icase*  , — 
and  then  began  to  proaih  its  appli¬ 
cation  to  nil  tll.-^casc-s. 

Cutting  all  n.eat  out  of  ti  e  diet  i.s 
useful  in  certain  cases,  but  it  does 
not  follow  that  \ egetnrians  wil  be 
exempt  from  a'd  human  ills.  .\b- 
5  tent  ion  from  stnrehN  foo«is  is  ad¬ 
visable  at  time.s,  yet  a  law-meat 
diet  is  not  a  cure-all.  I’hat  tl.e 
mind  enti  exert  a  most  powerful  in¬ 
fluence  over  the  bod.v  ir.  an  iiicontes- 
luble  fact.  et  we  cannot  abolFh  all 
disease  b>  mental  healing. 

The  most  recent  of  li’.o  fads, — that 
of  which  ••back  to  nalnrc"  is  shib- 
bolet'ii, — like  it.s  predecessors,  has  its 
f(junclations  on  a  truth.  'I'l  e  nature 
movement  in  medicine,  which  has  fol¬

A  Succcaaful  \urac  .Maat  Be  Gentle, 
I'ntlcnt  nn«l  Tactful. 

The  i)roper  iiieutai  atmosphere  creat¬ 
ed  In  a  sickroom  Is  often  as  important 
U.S  the  remedies  given.  A  nurse  should 
be  in  touch  with  her  patient— that  Is, 
sin*  sliDiiId  he  syuipatlietic  and  not  al¬ 
low  irriialiillty  and  whims  to  upset  her 
eijnsnimlly.  The  nurse  who  can  create 
an  .ttmosphere  of  repose,  who  can  hu¬ 
mor  wii limit  iridnlglng  her  patient  In 
all  the  idiiisyiierasies  of  sick  people, 
has  won  half  the  battle.  An  unsympa- 
tlieiit*.  impatient  luii'sc  will  do  more  to 
liiiiiler  recovery  than  the  lack  of  rem¬ 
edies.  It  is  not  act.s  and  words  alone 
that  help  or  hinder;  her  very  llioughts 
are  as  i»oteiit  as  In-r  generul  conduct, 
and  the  sensitive  patient  will- he  Influ- 
'eueed  for  good  or  ill  if  the  nurse  were 
dumb.  She  should  at  all  times  main¬ 
tain  a  positive  uplifting  mental  attl- 
tiule  and  remomhor  that  the  patient’s 
irritability  or  inclaneholia  Is  Justified 
hy  her  pliy.sieal  condition  and  is  not 
perverseness. 

Gentleness,  patience  and,  above  all, 
tact  are  the  rciiuisltes  for  good  and  In¬ 
telligent  nursing,  and  the  nurse* who 
lacks  tl.ose  qualities  has  Indeed  mlwed 
her  calling.  I’atleiits  have  often  failed 
to  improve  simply  because  they  did  not 
fancy  their  nurse.  A  nurse  must  b« 
likable  and  make  herself  liked,  and  It 
takes  only  plain  tact  and  a  little  elr- 
cninspcction  to  ingratiate  herself  with 
the  most  uninteresting  of  i>utieuts.

THE  GYPSIES. 

Their  Tribe*  KsUted  lu  Earepe 
From  Immeniorinl  Time*. 

Gypsies  were  found  in  England  abont 
1514,  accoixling  to  “A  Dyalogno  of  Sir 
Thomas  More”  (15211),  but  the  exact 
year  of  their  arrival  is  unknown.  They 
were  present  in  Hcotland  In  1505,  and 
possibly  they  were  tho  “Saracens” 
whose  depredations  in  that  country 
prior  to  1400  are  on  record. 

Rataillard  and  other  authors  belioTt 
that  gypsies  existed  iii  Europe  from 
Immemorial  timci,  for  they  find  no  ac¬ 
count  of  their  crossing  the  Bosporus, 
and  no  record  Is  known  to  exist  of  their 
passage  to  England  or  Scotland. 

They  were  better  received  in  these 
countries  than  in  any  other,  but  so 
early  ns  1531  an  act  was  passed  re¬ 
quiring  the  Egyptians  to  quit  the 
realm  under  pain  of  death,  a  similar 
edict  being  iseued  In  Hcotland  In  1541 
and  at  varying  periods  lu  most  of  the 
European  states. 

Transportation  across  the  seas  was 
among  the  milder  means  adopted  and 
probably  was  the  cause  of  much  fur¬ 
ther  dispersion  of  the  tribes.  Under 
Henry  VIII.  gypsies  were  shipped  from 
England  to  Norway  or  France,  and 
from  France,  so  recently  as  1802,  they 
wore  deported  to  Africa.

It  was  the  rule  in  Ireland  at  one 
time  that  after  an  execution  the  body 
should  bang  an  hour,  but  the  sheriff, 
from  mistaken  lenity,  would  on  some 
occasions  look  away  after  tho  prisoner 
had  beeu  turned  off,  while  the  friends 
of  the  culprit  would  hold  up  their  com¬

When  the  hour  was  expired  tbs 
deceased  w’as  put  into  a  cart,  which 
W'as  driven  at  a  gallop  along  the  stony 
road.  Tho  jolting  generally  brought 
the  prisoner  to.  One  such  recovery 
was  so  complete  that  the  resusc-itated 
man  sat  up  in  the  coffin  and  gave  three 
cheers. 

One  of  his  friend.s  was  so  shocked  at 
this  indecent  conduct  that  he  hit  the 
cx-corpse  on  the  head  with  his  shillalaU 
and  finished  him.  The  question  then 
arose  whether  the  assailant  could  be 
tried  for  murder,  but  it  was  ruled  that 
no  man  could  be  successfully  charged 
with  the  murder  of  a  man  who  was  al¬ 
ready  dead  in  law*.

JADE  AS  MEDICINE. 


It  Is  Used  In  Varlooa  Ways  For  Many 
Diseases  In  China. 

Eveiytliiug  In  China  of  any  rarity 
wlmtevcr  Is  certain  to  be  dragged  into 
the  pharmacopoeia  of  the  Chinese  physi¬ 
cian.  Jade  Is  no  exception  to  the  rule. 
It  may  bo  swallowed  as  a  powder  or  in 
little  pieces  the  size  of  hemp  seed  for 
various  stomachic  complaints.  Even 
pockmarks  and  scars  may  bo  obliterat¬ 
ed  by  being  daily  rubbed  with  a  piece 
of  pure  jade.  It  Is  al.so  considered  to 
be  of  a  moist  nature,  and  wo  read  of 
an  Imperial  favorite  of  the  eighth  cen¬ 
tury  who  was  cured  of  ex(.*esslve  thirst 
by  holding  a  fish  shaped  jade  In  her 
mouth.  And  so  when  the  tomb  of  the 
great  commander,  Ts’ao  Ts’ao,  third 
century,  A.  I),,  was  opened  2tX)  years 
after  his  death,  among  the  usual  ob¬ 
jects  found  in  such  circumstances  was 
a  largo  silver  bowl  full  of  water.  Tliat 
the  water  had  not  dried  up  was  ac- 
coiintetl  for  by  the  presence  In  the  bowl 
of  a  jade  boy  three  feet  in  height. 

Jade  is  chieliy  brought  from  the 
K’un-lun,  or  Koulkiin,  ruuge,  between 
the  desert  of  Uobi  and  Tibet;  from 
Khoten  or  Ilclii  in  Yarkand,  and  from 
Lan-t*len,  on  the  Helurtagb  mountains, 
still  farther  to  the  west.  In  the  tenth 
century,  A.  I).,  the  latter  was  actually 
known  as  the  .lade  hills  district, 
though  It  docs  not  appear  that  any  jade 
has  ever  been  found  there.— Professor 
Herbert  A.  Giles  in  Nineteenth  Cen¬ 
tury.

2, 
He  also  said  that  the  righteousness 
necessary  to  enter  it  must  exceed

In 
whom  I  um  well  pleased.'  and  at 
the  transfiguration  He  added,  '  Hear 
yc  Him”  (Matt,  iii.,  17;  xvii,  5).  Ho 
Himself  said,  "The  Father  judgeth 
no  man,  but  hath  committed  all 
judgment  unto  the  Son”  fJohn  v.. 
22).  I  seek  to  emphasize  this  be¬ 
cause  there  arc  so  many  teachers, 
and  preachers  who.  professing  to  be 
His  friends,  not  only  dishonor  the 
word  which  He  so  honored,  but  dis¬

In  tho 
j  three  corners  .af  tho  second  color, tho 
'Kings  cypher  and  crown. 

I  It  was  during  the  Netherlands  cam- 
Ipaign  of  ITO-l-o  that  the  glorious  red 
Ihcckli*.  unique  in  Hie  Highland  rc*gi- 
Iments.  was  won.  On  Jan.  4,  1795. 
the  liritish  force.*;  retired  upon  the 
Village  of  Guildeiinalsen.  where  the 
Forty-second  and  several  other  regi¬ 
ments  halted  and  formed  up  to  cover 
I  the  retreat  through  the  village.  The 
1  French  cavalry,  however,  cut  through 
the  retreating  iiiccjiScts  and  attacked 
the  regiments  holding  the  village, 
where  they  met  a  severe  repulse.  In 
their  retreat  they  seized  two  guns, 
which  had  been  left  undefended  nnd 
were  drugging  them  off  when  the 
Forty-second,  under  Major  Dalrymfde.

triumph  into  the  village.  For  this 
exploit  the  regiment  was  rewarded 
with  the  “Red  Heckle”  or  vulture 
T'lume.  the  distinctive  mark  of  a 
"Blfick  Watch.  ”  Highlander. 

FRESH  l.AURELS 
awaited  their  regiment  durijig  the 
Egyptian  exj»edition  of  Sir  Ihilph 
Aborcromb.v  in  18<U,  It  displ.aycd 
its  now  historic  dash  and  daring  at 
the  landing  of  the  force  at  Abonkir 
Bay.  an  operation  described  us  one 
of  the  most  remarkable  in  military 
annals.

C.  McLennan's  very  interesting  and 
instructive  lecture  delivered  recently 
to  the  members  of  tho  Toronto 
Board  of  Trlido. 

Quite  a  complicated  array  of  in- 
stnunentH  confronted  one  on  enter¬ 
ing  the  room,  but  so  lucidly  and 
simply  Was  J^he  lecture  delivered  that 
the^e,  when  brought  Into  requisition, 
appeared  not  only  intelligible,  but 
even  SFimplo. 

ONE  ELKMKM'  JTIEOHV. 

As  an  introduction  to  tho  lecture 
the  professor  explained  how  ln^,g|Hhc 
sixteenth  century  the  great  airn^of 
tho  chemists  wan  to  get  good  and 
other  precious  metals  f.  om  the  b^l^e^ 
mclalfi.  Faraday  himself,  who  was 
perhaps  the  greatest  experimenter 
Uiat  had  ever  llyed,  was  perhaps  the 
Hrst  exponent  of  the  single  elcnicnt 
Lhoorj'.  Ho  noted  the  <iiffcront  qual¬ 
ities  of  substance  wl)en  in  fluid  and 
vapour  state,  and  wondered  whether 
there  was  not  iierhups  a  state  us  far 
above  tlie  vapor  ns  tho  vupor  was 
abour  the  fluid.  From  Faraday  « 
time. there  has  iiccn  a  growing  boiiof 
on  the  pi\rt  of  physicists  that  thcio 
was  some  ultioiato  common  element, 
of  w’hlch  every  substance  was  a  form. 
As  illustration  of  this  tho  prolessor 
drew'  attention  to  ozone  being  only 
a  different  molecular  formation  of 
oxygen,  to  the  allot ropic  forms  of 
sulphur,  and  tho  similarity  l)etwoen 
the  halogen  elements.

Before  directly  coining  to  radio¬ 
activity  Professor  AIcLennan  found 
it  necessary  to  explain  two  sorts  of 
rays,  namely,  those  of  a  Crook’s 
tube  and  the  Roentgen  rays.  AMien 
A  tube  Is  nearly  exhausted  of  air 
and  a  current  of  electricity  is  al¬ 
lowed  to  pass  througli  the  negative 
end,  tliere  is  a  peculiar  foriu  of 
radiation,  wliich  if  allowed  to  fall 
upon  a  piece  of  met  til  causes  il  to 
fluoresce.

Phe  Matter  fact  was  illus¬ 
trated  by  allowing  a  narrow  i)encil 
of  the  ra.vs  to  fall  upon  a  pbite  cov¬ 
ered  with  zinc  sulphide.  A  bright 
blue  spot  was  ^)rodiffcc<l,  wliieh  mov¬ 
ed  when  a  magnet  wa.s  brought  near 
the  rays.  The  rays  will  al.so  affect 
a  photographic  plate,  aviuI  will  cau.se 
an  olectroscoi>e  to  be  disrhargetl. 
'rhl.s  is  probably  due  to  the  fact 
that  these  rays  have  the  power  of 
sf»lilting  up  the  molecules  of  the 
air  into  its  separate  electro  positive 
and  electro  negative  ions.  And  thus 
if  the  electrtroscope  is  charged  posi- 
ti\cly  it  will  attract  tho  negative 
ions  and  thus  as  jt  were.  be;omo 
neutral.  'I'hesc  rays  are  geuerally 
known  as  cathode  rays 

ROENTGEN  RAYS. 

In  1806  the  world  was  .startled  by 
the  discovery  of  Roentgen  rays.  'I'hey 
wore  discovered  by  accident  and  wo:  e 
pioducod  when  cathode  rays  were 
made  to  fall  upon  n  platinum  pbite. 
Tho  professor  explained  the  differ- 
oiico  of  these  rny.s  to  cathode  rays 
by  giving  the  lllu.stration  of  throw¬ 
ing  a  stone  again.‘-t  a  wall.  when 
the  stone  would  correspond  to  cath¬ 
ode  rays  and  the  sound  it  made  in 
tho  Roentgen  rays.  There  is  no  sub¬ 
stance  whatever  in  the  rny.  but  it 
is  simply  a  w'ave  of  force,  and  thus 
is  not  deflectetl  by  a  magnet  It  will 
thus  cause  nn  electroscope  to  dis¬ 
charge.  and  the  rays  trii\''l  in 
straight  lines.  The  penetrating  pow¬ 
er.  as  is  known,  is  much  greater 
than  that  of  cathode  rays.

If  the  Bay  of  Quinte  railway  company  ia 
snccessful  iu  its  negotiations  to  secure  the 
Marconi  system  of  wireless  telegraphy  for 
its  line,  it  will  be  free  of  all  entanglements 
and  dittionlties  Of  the  present  system  of 
imperfect  insulation,  wires  sud  other  ad 
versities  attendant  on  the  wire  circuit.  The 
company  surely  shows  a  commendable 
spirit  of  progres  in  its  efforts  to  establish 
this  system,  and  like  many  other  ventarea 
of  the  Rathbun  company,  of  which  this 
railway  company  is  an  adjunct,  it  will  be 
the  first  in  this  connection  as  it  was  the 
first  iu  installing  the  roller  tljnr  milling 
process,  the  first  to  establish  terra  cotta 
works,  Portland  cement  works,  wood 
alcohol  works,  and  to  make  illuminating 
gas  from  pine  sawdust  in  Canada.— Kings 
ton  Whig. 

Railway  Conditions. 

The  Deseronto  Tribone,  of  Friday  last 
says  :  The  Bay  of  Quinte  Railway,  which 
has  managed  to  keep  trains  rnnning  nearly 
on  time  all  winter,  met  its  Waterloo  on  the 
13th.  ’I'his  storm  was  the  worst  of  the 
season,  judged  from  the  railway  standpoint. 
The  wind  drove  the  fine  powdery  snow  into 
every  crevice  and  cranny,  and  filled  op  the 
“cuts”  on  the  line.  The  discarded  snow 
from  the  tracks  had  frezeu  all  along  the 
banks  of  the  cuts  to  each  a  height  that  it 
had  became  a  matter  of  bull  strength  to 
puhh  a  train  through.  One  train  on  Mon¬ 
day  was  five  hourd  and  a  half  coming  the 
seven  miles  from  Napanee.  As  soon  os 
the  track  was  clear  the  wind  wonld  proceed 
to  till  It  up  again,  and  after  fifteen  minutes 
or  half  hour  after  a  train  bad  paseed 
conditions  would  be  as  bad  as  ever.  On 
arrival  hero  the  locomotives  presented  a 
picturesque  siglR.  Snow  and  ice  encrust¬ 
ed  they  were,  even  the  smokestack  and 
cab  roof  containing  their  quota  of  the 
beautiful.  Tbo  snowbanks  on  the  line  be¬ 
tween  Deseronto  and  Napanee  are  bad 
enough,  but  on  the  lines  north  of  Napa¬ 
nee  matters  are  a  great  deal  worse,  because 
the  cuttings  are  deeper  and  the  snow  has  a 
better  chance  to  fill,  them  up.  However 
this  line  has  fared  better  than  have  some 
other  railway  lines,  and  bas  succeeded 
in  keeping  up  somewhere  near  to  a  regular 
service.

Wheat  is  cow  at  the  highest  point  tooch- 
ed  in  seven  years.  All  the  wheat  markets 
of  tbe  world  are  beginning  to  feel  the  effects 
of  tbe  struggle  started  in  tbe  far  east,  and 
are  busily  engaged  in  specnlatitg  as  to  tbe 
complication  that  might  ensne  should 
others  than  tbe  two  nations  become  in¬ 
volved.  In  many  of  tbe  American  markets 
cash  wheat  and  specnlative  futarea  ad¬ 
vanced  from  7  to  10  cents  during  last  week. 
Foreign  markets  also  experienced  some  of 
tbe  boom  in  this  oerea),  and  Rnssian  quo- 
tations  range  from  12  to  15  ^nts  a  basbol 
higher  than  they  did  three  weeks  ago. 
While  maob  of  tbe  advance  at  Chicago  and 
other  American  grain  boards  is  doe  to  a 
heavy  speculative  baying  that  bas  sat  in 
tbe  bulls  have  been  considerably  helped  by 
tbe  strength  in  oakb  wheat.  Millers  are 
said  to  be  experiencing -a  diffionlty  in  se- 
caring  good  milling  grades,  and  have  bad 
to  advance  their  bids  to  induce  deliveries. 
‘Thus  at  Toledo  on  Saturday  110  l-4o  was 
paid  for  No.  2  red  winter  and  101  l-2o  at 
Dnluth  for  1  northern . 

After  tbe  close  of  tbe  markets  on  Satur¬ 
day  held  prices  of  Manitoba  wheat  were 
advanced  from  2o  to  2  l-2o,  and  Monday 
tbe  price  ran  np  2c.  farther.  Considerable 
interest  is  being  centred  in  tbe  qnestion  as 
to  whether  there  is  an  actual  shortage  in  the 
world’s  wheat  crop,  and  recent  estimates 
would  seem  to  prove  otherwise.  For  190.3 
tbe  world’s  yield  is  placed  at  3,193,556,000 
bushels,  against  3,100,181.000  in  1902. 
Daring  tbe  year  of  tbe  attempted  Leiter 
corner  in  1898.  the  estimated  world's  yield 
was  2.942,439,000  bnsbels.  Prices  at  tbe 
present  time  are  higher  than  at  any  periud 
ntnoe  1898,  when  by  tbe  tactioe  of  Joseph 
L3iier,  cash  wheat  tonobed  81 .85  at  Chicago 
on  Jane  1 1.  Figures  for  laet  year  place  tbe 
North  American  crop  at  about  725,000.000 
and  since  tbe  new  crop  began  toi  Im  mar 
keted  prices  have  advanced  from  20o  to  25o 
a  bnsbel.  Kougbly  ea’onlated  it  is  tbongbt

Napanee  Police  Take  Advantage 

ot  Circunnstances. 

The  Kingston  Whig  of  Saturday  says  : 
|‘The  ajtion  of  Napanee  officers  in  arrsigu- 
ing  the  two  horse  thieves  oaptured  there 
Wednesday,  under  a  warrant  sworn  out  at 
Napanee,  and  the  men  pleading  “guilty” 
is  looked  upon  as  a  piece  of  sharp  practice 
against  Constable  Russell,  of  Athens,  who 
traced  the  two  men  to  Kingston,  and  from 
here  telephoned  the  Napunee  police  to  keep 
a  lookout  for  the  men.  As  soou  as  they 
appeared  there  they  were  apprehended,  a 
warrant  was  sworn  out,  and  within  au 
hour  the  men  were  arraigned  before  a 
magistrate,  pleaded  guilty  aud  remanded 
for  eight  days.  W’^ben  Constable  Russell 
reached  Napanee  with  the  warrant  which 
had  been  sworn  out  at  Lyndburst,  be 
found  it  uatleas,  as  the  Napanee  warrant 
had  superseded  it. 

The  law  provides  for  the  payment  of  a 
bounty  of  ;iffO  a  head  for  the  capti^A  of 
horse  thieves.  Had  the  men  been  affe&d 
under  the  Lyndhurst  warrant,  this  bou^y 
of  $10  would  have  gone  to  the  effioi^  of 
that  place  ;  as  it  is,  the  Napanee  officials 
will  likely  benefit  by  it.  A  local  lawyer 
expreessB  the  opinion  that  the  action  of 
the  Napanee  police  was  unfair.,-  In  his 
opinion  the  men  should  be  taken  back  to 
the  scene  of  tbeir  crime  for  trial  and  sen¬ 
tenced.  Constable  Russell  chased  the 
pair  uigbt  and  day  from  Lyudburst,  only 
to  have  the  Napauee  force  benefit  by  his 
I  work  .  ” 

Made  A  Demand. 

CoDslable  Russell  made  a  demaud  at 
Napanee  to  have  tbe  horse  thieves  turned 
over  to  him  for  trial  iu  the  county  where 
tbe  crime  was  committed,  but  this  demand 
was  refused.  Coostable  Russell  nas  oon- 
sulted  County  Crown  Attorney  Browo, 
Brockville,  with  regard  to  tbe  question  of 
jurisdiction  aud  tbe  end  is  not  yet.  The 
prisoner,  Arit^ai  .luboston,  is  a  grandson  ol 
Alexander  .ludd,  from  whom  tbe  horccs 
were  stolen. 

And  Still  Another. 

Constable  Riisseli,  Delta,  who  followed 
tbe  >oung  horse  thieves  to  Napauee.  wriua 
to  say  that  in  Froutenac  oonritv  and  the 
police  staff  of  Kingston,  be  has  always 
found  willing  coadjutors  in  tbe  work  of 
the  work  of  administration  of  the  criminal 
law,  but  be  cannot  pay  tbe  same  complim¬ 
ent  to  the  authorities  at  Napanee. 

Chief  Rankin,  when  spoken  to  com^ern 
ing  the  above  paragraphs,  remarkcertbat 
he  was  aware  that  it  was  a  rather  sharp 
practice,  but  then  he  was  only  doing  as  he 
bad  been  done  by ,  Last  summer  be  bad 
been  following  a  horse  thief  who  had 
etolen  a  rig  from  Harry  Hunter,  and  when 
bo  traced  his  man  to  Peterboro  be  tele* 
phoned  the  police  to  have  him  arrested, 
which  w’as  done,  but  when  he  bad  forward¬ 
ed  a  warrant  and  asked  to  have  bis  man 
turned  over  to  him,  bis  request  was  refused 
aud  the  horse  thief  was  tried  at  E^eterhoro, 
and  ill  const  quecce  be  lost  the  standing 
reward  of  920  offered  for  tbe  capture  of 
horse  thieves,  not  mentioning  a  enm  of 
about  $15  for  expenses  incurred  in  tracing 
bie  man  The  statutes  read  that  a  case 
of  this  nature  shall  be  tried  where  tbe 
least  expense  is  incurred.  It  has  always 
been  au  act  of  courtesy  with  Chief  Rankin 
that  when  requested  to  make  an  arrest  by 
the  fraternity  from  other  places  be  has 
done  so  if  possible,  and  turned  tbe  criminal 
over  to  those  seeking  tbe  arrest,  but  when 
tbe  same  courtesy  is  not  returnsd  tbe  chief 
rannnt  be  blamed  for  bis  actions  in  tbit 
manner.
